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The  Third  KPFA  Drama  Festival 

Last  year  KPFA  presented  a  summer  Shakespeare  Festival,  including  both  plays 
and  operas  based  on  plays.  In  the  space  of  two  weeks  a  great  many  works  of  the  Stratford 
bard  were  included.  The  year  before  that  we  had  presented  a  shorter  "World  Drama 
Festival"  in  which  a  selected  group  of  plays  were  presented  in  chronological  order. 
This  year  we  present  a  somewhat  more  lavish  banquet  of  world  drama,  arranged  in  no 
particular  order  (although,  accidentally,  it  both  begins  and  ends  in  antiquity)  with 
the  hope  that,  as  with  music  at  a  concert,  it  can  be  heard  primarily  for  enjoyment,  and 
only  secondarily  for  edification.  One  reason  for  the  lavishness  (and  disarray)  of  our 
1959  Festival  is  that  many  superb  productions  by  the  British  Broadcasting  Corpora- 
tion's "World  Theatre"  are  available  for  broadcast  during  a  limited  period  only.  For 
example,  our  right  to  broadcast  Marlowe's  great  "The  Tragical  History  of  Dr.  Faustus" 
will  probably  expire  next  February.  We  must  expect  to  have  our  transcription  of  Ibsen's 
magnificent  "John  Gabriel  Borkman"  recalled  in  January.  The  delightful  dramatiza- 
tions of  Chekhov's  "The  Bet"  and  Strindberg's  "The  Father"  will  most  likely  be  lost 
to  us  early  next  year.  We  are  anxious  to  present  some  of  these  expiring  plays  once  (and, 
in  some  instances,  twice)  again  before  they  are  withdrawii  from  our  library.  Inciden- 
tally, this  aspect  of  our  decision  to  present  a  "Drama  Festival"  rather  than  a  strictly 
"Shakespeare  Festival"  will  explain  to  many  long-time  listeners  just  why  it  is  that 
B.  B.  C.  programs  which  interested  them  some  years  ago  can't  be  rebroadcast  now ;  we 
no  longer  have  the  transcriptions. 

There  is'  another  and  perhaps  more  important  reason  for  our  keeping  wide  KPFA's 
dramatic  horizons  in  this  year's  festival.  It  is,  for  obvious  reasons,  more  fun.  To  juxta- 
pose "Macbeth"  and  "Othello"  is  particularly  interesting  for  the  Shakespearean  scholar, 
but  still  adds  up  to  two  plays  to  the  average  listener.  On  the  other  hand,  we  think  the 
listener  will  find  it  especially  interesting  to  have  Dekker,  Marlowe,  Webster,  and 
Shakespeare  presented  within  a  short  space  of  time ;  or  Aeschylus,  Euripides  and  Aristo- 
phanes (spiced  with  a  pinch  of  Plautus). 

Our  daytime  broadcasting  emphasis  grows  heavier  month  by  month,  and  we  have 
not  lost  awareness  of  the  fact  that  our  daytime  audience  is  largely  a  distinct  one,  separate 
from  the  evening  audience ;  this  means  that  there  would,  to  attach  chronological  or  any 
other  system  of  order  to  the  festival  plays,  either  have  to  be  two  distinct  "festivals"  or 
a  rebroadcast  of  the  evening  festival  in  the  daytime.  What  with  the  number  of  plays  at 
our  disposal,  and  the  added  fact  that  there  are,  for  all  the  distinctness  between  day  and 
night  audiences,  still  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  listen  both  afternoon  and  evening — 
we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  systematized  presentation  wouldn't  serve  anyone  a  very 
great  deal.  If  the  result  seems  a  Hollywood  hodge-podge  of  all-star  plays  and  perform- 
ances, then  remember  in  our  favor  that  Hollywood  just  wasn't  ever  like  this: 

Titus  Maccius  Plautus'  "Trinummus,"  translated  for  radio  as  "The  Three-Bob 
Bit,"  a  domestic  comedy  from  186  B.  C. 

The  "Oresteia"  of  Aeschylus,  the  only  complete  (repeat,  complete)  Greek  trilogy 
which  has  survived  the  dramatic  ages:  "Agamemnon,"  "The  Choephori,"  and  "The 
Eumenides."

Craft,"  by  Thomas  Dekker  (1572?-1632?),  who  collaborated  with  Ben  Jonson  and 
others  in  one  of  the  few  truly  great  Times  and  Places  in  the  history  of  playwrighting.

The  stars  of  the  KPFA  Drama  Festival  include  Jack  Haw- 
kins, Googie  Withers,  Donald  Wolfit,  Stephen  Murray,  Bert  Lahr,  John  Gielgud,  Sir 
Ralph  Richardson,  Claire  Bloom,  Dame  Edith  Evans,  Betty  Field  and  many  more. 

Beginning  in  the  current  Folio  is  a  new  B.  B.  C.  series  entitled,  "The  Living 
Shakespeare,"  a  series  of  talks  on  the  Bard  which  complements  the  recent  comments  of 
G.  B.  Harrison,  and  which  will  offer,  towards  the  end  of  the  series,  dramatic  examples 
by  Donald  Wolfit,  Alec  Clunes,  Pamela  Browne,  Anthony  Quayle,  John  Gielgud  and 
others.  And,  to  conclude  our  dramatic  notes,  let  us  mention  that  the  performance  of 
Ibsen's  "The  Wild  Duck"  recorded  for  KPFA  by  the  San  Francisco  repertory  theatre, 
"The  Playhouse,"  is  included  in  this  year's  festival.  This  production  elicited  much 
response  when  it  was  first  presented  about  a  half  year  ago,  most  of  the  response  request- 
ing a  rebroadcast  of  the  program. 

Your  comments  on  the  third  KPFA  Drama  Festival  will  be  appreciated. 


Program  Notes 


The  value  to  KPFA's  listeners  of  our  new  Southern  California  station  begins  to  be 
proven  quite  handsomely  in  this  current  Folio,  we  think,  by  the  number  of  offerings 
from  KPFK's  bright  and  shiny  Public  Affairs  Department  (consisting  largely  of  our 
old  friend  Gene  Marine)  which  appear  here.  Our  main  concern  now  is  to  keep  the  tail 
from  wagging  the  dog  ...  or,  for  that  matter,  to  be  able  to  decide  foT  ourselves  which 
is  the  tail,  and  which  the  dog.  Those  among  us  of  chauvinistic  bent  can  at  least  take 
solace  in  realizing  that  the  exchange  works  both  ways. 

Several  programs  in  this  current  Folio  bear  directly  on  the  problems  of  civil 
liberties,  on  recent  Supreme  Court  decisions,  and  on  the  forthcoming  visit  to  California 
of  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee.  The  recent  Supreme  Court  rulings  in 
the  Barenblatt  and  Uphaus  cases  have  aroused  concern  in  some  quarters  that  this 
judicial  body  might  be  reversing  the  trends  set  in  the  Watkins  ruling  of  1957;  during 
this  Folio  period  you  will  hear  statements  by  both  Willard  Uphaus  (August  2,  6:30  PM) 
and  Lloyd  Barenblatt  (August  3,  8:15  PM.).  On  August  4  at  9:00  PM.  we  will  present 
a  brief  talk  by  a  Southern  California  teacher  who  has  been  subpoenaed  to  appear  before 
the  House  Committee.  It  seemed  a  good  idea,  considering  the  urgency  of  these  current 
issues,  to  rebroadcast  the  magnificent  address  by  Dr.  Alexander  Meiklejohn  on  "The 
First  Amendment,  Core  of  our  Constitution,"  and  this  will  be  heard  on  Friday,  August 
14  at  8:10  PM.  Also  along  these  same  lines  is  a  talk  by  the  Hon.  John  L.  McClellan, 
Democratic  Senator  from  Arkansas,  which  will  be  heard  on  August  12  at  8:35  PM.
